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REMARKS 

Claims 1-17 and 23-32 are pending in the present application. 

The Examiner indicates on the last action that this application is in condition for 
allowance except for the following formal matters. 

Claims 6-9 and 15-17 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. § 1 12, second paragraph, as being 
indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which 
applicant regards as the invention. 

In particular, claims 6-9 stand rejected because they are allegedly not clear because these 
apparatus claims depend from method parent claims and could also be construed as "for use" 
claims. In addition, the Examiner suggests amending claims 15-17 to recite "The manufacture 
method of the inspection use tape according to claim" as recited in the parent claims to overcome 
the rejection. 

Applicants respectfully request the withdrawal of these rejections in view of the self- 
explanatory claim amendments made herein. No new matter is added.
